The Acting Chief Justice (Mr. 
J. R. Wood), in the “Supreme 
Court this morning, gave -judg- 

_ ment for plaintiffs in the action 
in which ‘the Sze Yap Steaniship 
Company asked that certain per- 
sons be restrained from acting as 
Directors of, or conducting, the 
Compony’s busineys, 

After tracing the facts leading 
up to the final dispute His Lord. 
ship said that Mr. Li Yu-tong, as 
chairman. had been capable and 
impartial, but had to wrestle 
with an impossible situation, 

As to the meetings, he was 
satisfed that the requisitionists 
had met with deliherate objection 
to their purpose. He considered 
that the action in convening the 
mectings, and passing the eight 
special resolutions after’ other 

. Shareholders had left, was justi- 
fiable. * 

In the concluding portion of 
kis judgment, His Lordship, 
speaking as to what happened at 
the meetings, said — : : 

I cannot.-resist the view that 
bome ‘requisitionirt shareholders 
who remained behind permitted 
their opponents to*lenve the floor 
realising that _ they .were under 
the impressfon‘that the menting 
wag atan end, and without pro- 
test. If these shareholders are 
open to criticism 6n this account 
it may be noted as a substantial 
extenuation of their position that 
these opponents had steatifastly 
‘refused to allow the discussion of 
the resolutions in respeot of which 
the meeting stood convened, 

_ After these persons had left, 
sixty or seventy shareholders re- 
mained, I accept the &vidence of 
Police Sergeant Hill upon the 
question of the remaining num- 
ber. These proceeded to appoint 
a ‘new chairman and to pass the 
eight résolutions contained in the 
requisition. 

Regular and Binding, 

In the circumstances, (as I 
have set them out). their action 
seems to me to have been regular 
ond binding upon the Company, 

My decision, therefore, on this 
‘ssue isin favour of the plaintiffs, 
The issue contained allegations by 
the defendants of refusal of free 
access to the confirmatory meet- 
ing, and of certain imperfections 
in the original requisition, but. 
these allegations have been with- 
drawn, and were not centered 
upon. 

Judgment ‘on this issue will be 

’ entered for plaintiffs, with costa.

OLD PLANTS SHOULD 
BE SCRAPPED. 


Need for. Modern 
Methods. 


“In order to secure greater 


‘efficiency of production and to cn 


able us te meet competition in for 


‘eign markets we must acrap’ most 


of our old plant and put In new.” 

This was the conclusion arrived 
at by Mr. Lennox B. Lee, president 
of the Federation of British In- 
dustries, in hig speech at the annuat’ 
mecting at London on ‘the outlook 
for British industry. 

“The key industries of the coun. 
try,” he anid, “are in on admittedly 
depressed condition, the main rea 
gon for this being that our costs ot 
production are too high and conse 
quently our products cannot com 
pete in price with those of contend:

“Sucn ships as are now in our 
foreign trade have compftments of 
oficers representing largely “the 
survival of the fittest of the vast 
were hastily trained 
and appointed to operate the huge , 

Among them are a 
number of the best officers afloat to- | 
day, but many show lack of sys- 
tematic training in their youth, 
and are not sufficiently grounded 
in the essentials of their profession, 

State Schools, 

“Modern ships’ officers, both ‘on 
deck and in the engine-room, must 
have more than the elementary 
education which has sufficed for 
many years, <A basie education 
such as is obtainable In our best 
high school ig the least thut will fit 
thein for the special education they 
must get. The only attempt at 
systematic training we now have 
for our merchant marine officera 
is afforded by the three State train- 
ing schools, which, it must be ad- 
mitted, have done remarkably well 
considering the handicaps to which 
they are subjected by antiquated 
equipment and insufficient ap- 
propriations. : 

“The ship’s officer of the future 
must be expert in navigation, sea- 
manship, - engineering, electricity, 
care and handling of cargoes, com- 
merciat procedures in order to aid 
in the extension of ow’. 
commerce, and have sufiicie 
ing of a military’ nature

“Logically the training Vand 
education of this improved type of 
ship's officers should be ‘yidertaken 
by the Fedora] Govern: The 
State school now existent can 
be utilised ns at present, and their 
graduates given the additional 
training at Federal schools aaa 
post-graduate course. Arrangé- 
ments should also be made whereby 
ambitious boys, from ull classes of 
our merczhant fleets may secure 
appointments to the Federal school, 
as that would only be in keeping 
with the U.S. of opportunities for 
all. 

“The expense of such a train- 
ihg system under Federal jurisdle- 
tion could quite , easily, come from 
the reduction “fn the cost of the 
Navy, which much necessarily fol- 
low ‘the partial disarmament, with- 

imposing any ‘burden on thay 
taxpayer. As much of our expand. 
ed merchant marine will be fue to 
mail subventions and the operations 
of the Loan Fund, it could readily 
be made a stipulation of such aid 
that the beneficiaries must carry 
each year o number of tha 
graduates of the Government train- 
ing schoo).

We ahall have to begin with a 
jittle history. In.the first place, 
the two wotds Hong Kong mean 
“Fragrant Harbour’—it is not dif- 
ficult to see why. Prior to 1841 
there was no recognised name for 
the Island. The anchorage at Aber- 
deen (a picturesque fishing village 


.on the side opposite the Harbour) 


was known to sailors as Heung 
Kong. The Chinese characters re- 
presenting that name may be trans- 
lated by “Fragrant Stream” or 
“Fragrant Harbour.” - Another pos- 
sible rendering is “Heung'’s Har- 
hour,” the haunt. of a notorious 
pirate named Heung. 

Kowloon (the mainland opposite 
Hong Kong) is the anglicised.form 
ef the Chinese Kau Lung (nine 
dragons). This name is derived 
from tho ridge of nine hills which 
form a rmpart along the northern 
side of the harbour and seem to be 
guarding the approach to China. 
You may see them from your ship— 
quite plainly. 

Hong Kong became: a’ British 
Colony in 1841, In 1860 about two 
square mileg of the mainland of 
Kowloon and Stonecutters’ Island 
were lensed In perpetuity. The dis~ 
trict called the. “New. Territory” 
was leased to Great Britain In 1898 
for a period of ninety-nine yeara. 


It covers 376 square milea and in- |“ 


cludes the island of Lan Tau and 
the waters of the farther shores of 
Deep Bay and Mirs Bay. So much 
for history. 

* The Old and the New. 

Few people can realise how great 
has been the change in the Island 
since tho British administration. A 
book entitled “China,” published in 
1847,; contains a chapter with the 
following heading: “Hong Kong, its 
position, prospects, character, and 
utter worthlesaness from “very

How the Finished 
Article Is Made. 


To put it in a nut-shell Cloisonne 
ia o kind of fine pottery with 
enamelled surface decorated with 
elaborate designs, the outlines of 
which are formed by small bands, 
or fillets of metal, Many years ago 
the Byzantinnes excelled in this 


'T class of work, but at the present 


time China leads ‘In Cloisonne 
ware, 

The production of a certain piece 
takes time, and requires very care-, 
ful attention in all the different 
stages to produce perfect workman- 


ship. 


In the first place a design ‘Ia 
drawn on a thin copper shell (al- 
ready modelled to the desired ob-|. 
Ject—it may be n vase, box or 
tray), and is then outlined with 
silver, gold or brass wire. The 
shell is then dipped in enamel and 
subjected to a good firing which 
holds the wires in position, form- 
ing the design. 

The first colours are then appll- 
ed, this process is continued ac: 
cording to the quality of the work, 
until such time as the wired design 
ig filled.in with the enamel. 

So far so good—now the miost 
dificult part is undertaken, that is 
the polishing. Under a steady flow 
of cold water the object is polished 
with a special kind of brimstone 


and great care is taken that no 
foreign matter is embedded in tho

Tho plan 
does not ratse the questinn af bi- 
metallism and avolds all highly con- 
troversial subjects.” 

Question Of Initiative 

Mr, Brownell believes that the]

ment should come from Britaln or 
the United States. The United 
States should be anxious to effect 
the desired result, since ita tmde’ 
with China and Mexico and other 
silver-using countries has been 
greatly lessened, Mr. - Brownell 
asks: “Why, then, should not the 
United States act {mmediately in 
(nformally ascertalning the attitude 
of the British Government and in 
co-operating for the’ purpose of 
bringing to some’ conclusion an 
effort to stabilize’ silver so far as 
present laws permit?”

(By “Scrum Half") 
The Interport match between 


Hong Kong and Shanghai on 
Saturday, though lacking In some 
of the finer points of the game, 


provided an oxciting struggle for 


supremacy. Britliant forward play 
by the Hong Kong pack complete- 
ly shattered al! hopes of a Shang- 
hai victory... McElney was solely 
responsible for the starving of the 
visitors’ strong back division, and 
their gruelling first half! which 
caused thenfto crack up under the 
strain in the second half, 

When they first took the field, 
the Shanghal forwards looked 
very impresaive, height belng their 
chief asset, but in the tight acrum- 
mages they found themselves op- 
posed to a welghty pack which 
save their honker (every aupport.. 
One big fault to be"pointed out in 
the Shanghal packing ‘was their 
over-cagerness, 

Main Cause. 

The ball was put into the serum 
and Austin looked ag if he had 
Possession, ‘That was guffcient. 
‘The Shanghal pack then commenc- 
ed to break with disastrous effect.

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‘SERIOUS ARMY. 
‘SHORTAGE. 


How the Infantry is 
Affected. —- 


There is a serious shortuge in the 
_Army of both officers and men, In 
October, 1929, the deficiency in 
men wit approximately 9,500, In 
April of this year the shortage in 
the establishment was 11,600. As 
to the. commissioned ranks, the 
Army today has to meet the keen 
competition of, the commercial 
world. The actual shortage, last 
April, of subalterns was 231, 

These facts were brolight out at 
the Royal United Service Instituton, 
S.W., ina lecture given, by Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel G. MeM. Robertson 
(Dorsetshire Regiment), who is 
employed on Staff duties ai the War 
Office. 

The soldior, he said, never before 
served under such good conditions 
Barracka were being 

modernlied, recreation-rooms were 

provided which resembled clubs, ‘the 
preparation and service of food had 
been improved, and educational 
facilities were available to prepare 
the solder for his return to civil 
life after the completion of his 

colour service. His pay, too, had ° 

been substantially increased, and , 

for one shilling a month he had 

opportunities for sport which ‘were 
denied to men, of the same class outs 
side the Army. 

Sut despite these advantages 
there was a. falling off in recruits 
which Id to anxiety among those 
responsable for maintaining the 
strength of, what was, after all, only 
a xmall'Army, practicully the whole - 
of the difference between establish- 
ment and strength being in infan- 
try battalions at home. 

‘Other Branches Preferred. 
The Infantry, it was obvious, had 

the lesser attraction for Army re-° 
eruits, who normally preferred a 
branch of the Service where they 
would learn a trade which would be 
of use to them in’ civil fe. Tho 
problem was how to make the In- 
fantry more attractive. 

’ "The keturer. then dealt with the 
position of the vommissoned ranks. 
The pay of a Second Lieutenant on 

. joining wag £272 a year with allow- 
anceg—not a very attractive figure 
for a young man without private 
means. Families moreover, which 
normally supplied the Army with 
officers had been hard-hit by the 
War and their sons were looking 
for more lucrative openings. 

+ The prospect of premature retire 

ment and'the expense, especially in 

the case of the married man . vith 
children, of service abroad, were 
other foctors which told against the 
supply of the commissioned ranke. 
On the other hand, Colonel 

Robertwn added, the cheap’ entry 

into th Army as compared with 

other professions must, be borne In 
mind.

He held several ad 
ministrative posts in the Covern 
ment and served during the Wa 
under the rank of Major. In 1915 
he was made Comptroller of 
Foreign Trade, and later Parlia 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Munitions.

HOME FOR: EMPIRE 
INSECTS. 


Natural History Museum 
Collection. 


Six milion insects have ‘‘mov- 
ed house” into the new wing 
built by the Empire Marketing 
Board at the Natural History 
Museum, which was opened by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Acute over-crowding in the insect 
rooms, which contain specimens 
from every corner of the world 
has made necessary a new bpuild- 
ing for their display, 

The collection is a sort’ of 
“rogues’ gallery” for the use of 
the men who are policing the 
Empire’s most destructive and 
dangerous criminals—the insect 
pests. . If a new insect crook 
tries to put an Empire crop “on 
the spot” the  entomologist’s 
first act, like the detective’s, is 
to identify the pest and to get its 
dossier from the criminal re- 
cords. This information tells 
him the criminal’s habits and 
methods of working and _ helps 
him_to find ways and means of 
outwitting the enemy. 

Insect by Gencral Post. 

Farmers, medical officers, mis- 
sionaries, commercial men, and 
agricultural specialists send 
specimens to be identified from 
all parts of the Empire. By 
every ' morning’s 
boxes containing an unknown 
beetle from the West Indies, a 
moth which is ruining crops in 
Fiji, an ant which lives on rail- 
way sleepers in Palestine, or a 
fly suspected of carrying some 
fatal disease in. Central Africa. 
These are filed in special wooden 
specimen cases and scientists 
study such delicate signs as the 
insect’s lower jaw or the pattern 
of thé veins on its wing 
to find its exact place in the 
tribe. i Ps 

Advice on practical control 
measures, also, is given. The 
new building contains “controlled 
temperature” rooms. where the 
insects can be reared under 
tropical conditions even in an 
English winter... Their _life- 
histories can then he studied and 
certain methods of destruction 
tested. 

-Two Strange Collectors. 


Three-quarters of a million 
butterflies are arranged in one of 
the new rooms and have a 
romantic history. Two brothers 
who lived, near . Rheims, in 
France, collected “ingects as a 
hobby. One devoted himself to 
beetles; the other collected but- 
terflies, and by the end of his 
life had amassed one million 
specimens. When the 
tion came up for sale the Natural 
History Museum ‘acquired the 
bulk of it. Then the  butter- 
flies, the most fragile of cargoes. 
had to be transported to London, 
They were taken across France 
by road, shipped with tender care 
over the Channel and finally de- 
livered in South Kensington in 
thirteen specially padded vans. 

Other insects have reached the 
Museum in odd ways. - A book- 
seller bought an ancient cabinet 
of books in which he found a 
number of dead butterflies, They 
turned out to belong to an old 
English species which had since

It will be recalled that, Scvundiag 
to recent Japanese teports, Mr. 
Kimura; on behalf of the South 
Manchurian Railway, intended to 
approach the Chinese authorities 
and endeavour to persuade’ them 
that there was plenty of room in 
Manchuria for both Chinese and 
Japanese development, with mutual 
benefit, if the two would co-operate 
instead of compete with each other. 

It was further stated that Mr, 
Kimura would press for the com- 
pletion of the Kirin-Tunhua Rall. 
way, to. the Korean border, in re 
turn for the various concessiona 
which Japan was prepared to make 
in regard to railway construction in 
Manchuria, 

Other points which Mr. Kimura 
was expected to take up included:— 

(1) -Repayment of the Japanese 
loans to Mukden for the construc 
tion of the Taonan-Taltsihar and 
the Kirin-Tunhua lines, on whicl; 
not even the interest has thus far 
been paid: and | 

(2) Chino’s violation of ‘tha 
agreement to refrain from cot 
structing parallel lines competing 
with the South Manchuria Railway 
main line, 

It wag hinted that Japan might 
be willing to overlook violations of 
the agreement mentloned in (2) 
provided some agreement sould be 
reached whereby the South Man- 
churia , Railway would be 
guaranteed a certain percentage of 
the frelght which ordinarily would 
be carried on the S.MR. 

Tt was further understood that 
Mr. Kimurn had likewlse been au- 
thorised to intimate that Japan was 
desirous to co-operate, and ready to 
advance money under proper safe- 
guards, to enable 
In Mukden to’ carry out their rail- 
way plans,

CHINESE, 


Appeals for Help Sent to 
Ventura, 


» Manila, Feb, 3. 

Three persons were injured, in- 
cluding two Chinege, when arcrowd 
of Filipinos estimated at about 
2,000 people mobbed the Chinese re- 
aidents of San Pablo, Laguna, on 
Sunday night, as a result ‘of which 
one Chinese was placed under 
arrest, according to a telegraphic 
report received at constabulary 
headquarters last night froma con. 
stubulary agent dispatched from 
Manila to conduct” a thorough in- 
vestigation of the mobbing. : 

Constabulary detachments from 
Santa Cruz and Calamba wera 
rushed to San Pablo in response to 
appeals for protection received at 
headquarters from the local Chineso 
consul general. Repercussions of 
the mobbing are not likely to 
occur, not only becauee it was spor- 
adic in nature but also because of 
the presence of the constabulary 
soldiers, according to the constab- 
ulary report. 


Destroy Property, 


The trouble started from a fist 
fight between a Chinese and a Fili- 
pino, ‘the fight attracted the ati ei 
tion of a large group of Filipinos 
who marched from one Chinesé 
store to another, armed with clubs 
and stones. They entered the 
stores and destroyed property. 
While the mobbing took place ‘for 
several hours the municipal po: se 
force of San Pablo was unable to 
do anything, the report added, 

The firat report reaching Manila 
of the trouble was from Tan Chong- 
say, president of the Chinese cham. 
ber of commerce of San Pablo, ad- 
dressed to Honorlo Ventura, secre- 
tary of the intertor. Mr, Ventura 
reférred the matter to constaoulary 
headquarters whd had previously 
received a similar report from ths 
Chinese consul general. 


Soldiers Rushed. 


Major Alejo Valdes, inspector in 
the district of southern Luzon, and 
an agent from the intelligence divi- 
sion were directed’ to proceed to 
San Pablo, to look into the matter. 
Orders were wired to the provincial 
commander in Santa Cruz to rush 
soldiers to San Pablo | te -restore 
order and avert further clashes be- 
tweén Filipinos and Chinese, 


Tho Chinese wes arrested when it 
‘was shown {n the inveatigation:con- 
ducted by Major Valdes that he 
started the trouble that developed 
into fist fight with a Filiping. He 
was locked up at the . muri. 
cipal building. All the Chineso 
stores In the town, the constakulary 
report further said, have’ been 
closed since last Sunday night. 
However, it was atated that the

them confidence and it is expected 
that the - stores will reopen this 
morning.—Manila Bulletin, 


WAR 
>. THREAT. 


Moscow’s Apprehension 
Moscow, Jan. 10. 

The Soviet Union's pervasive 
sense of imminent war danger, al: 
Ways a decisive factor in its ‘poll 
ical and economic plans, has been 
deepened by the recent trial of en 
sincer interventionists. 

Although the: apecific conspiracy 

in which Prof. Leonid Ramzin and 
hfs associates of ‘the so-called In- 
dustrial! Party wero engaged had 
been “liquidated,” it has left be 
Hind it a conviction In the Soviet 
waind that other perhaps more suc. 
cessful attempts will be made. 
.. The prisoners themselves. during 
their testimony and in their closing 
words to the revolutionary tribunal 
warned their countrymen that 
the danger of intervention is by no 
means ended. This warning wad 
repeated in mu'tiple strength by 
the prosecutor, the official verdict 
and hundreds of alarmist newa- 
paper editortals, . 

Statements by Russian emigres 
'n Paris, attesting thelr determina, 
tion to overthrow the Soviets at the 
frst opportunity, have of course 
been played up here and added to 
the general sense of fear. 

Th logic of Communist thinking 
forces the Kremlin leaders to regard 
war ag inevitable. The orly ques 
tion to them is whether it will take 
the form of a war among the capi 
talist natiocs themselves or. whe 
ther it will he a combined attack by 
the whol capitalist world against 
the sole Vorimunist government. 

“The — world-wide economic 
crides,” they say, “have created 
conditions which must be altered

somehow, The fight for markets 
to relieve unemployment and to ab- 
sorb overproduction {s already 
under way and must inevtiably be 
come sharper and deeper. Tho 
capitalist nations ‘cannot help 
tovering’ the one-sixth of the in 
habited’ world's surface under thé 
red flag of Communism. They 
are anxious to solve thelr difficul:

RIVAL CHICAGO 
A “Diplomatic” 
Wedding. 


New York, Dec. 15, 

About ' 5,000 people yesterday 
crowded the interior and. the 
vicinity of the Church of St. Mary 
the Virgin at Cicero, a suburb of 
Chicago controlled by “Scarface” Al 
Capone, to witness the princely 
ceremony which unlted in marriaga 
Miss Mafalda Capone, his 18-year- 
old sister, and John J. Mariotote, 


ithe younger brother of Frank Dia- 


mond, the powerful gangster who 
shares with Capone the distinction 
of being listed as one of the “public 
enemies” of Chicago, 

This marringe, by which Capone 
hopes to further his policy of peace- 
ful expansion by means of family 
alliance was arranged between” the 
Capone and Diamond dynasties as 
a matter of high policy without 
much more reference to the wishes 
of the principals than was custom. 
ary in the days when the Hapsburgs 
followed the advice Tu felix Aus- 
tria nube.” The wedding ia expect 
ed to cement the mutual interesta 
of Capone and Diamond in +he beer, 
spirituous liquor, and other busi- 
hesses, and render unnecessary tho 
gang war which was reported to 
have been impending. i: 

Five persens were arrested dur- 
ing’ the ceremony by detectives who 
had mingled with the crowd, ‘and 
were led out. These five are being 
charged with possessing Sre-erma,
